Atlanta can issue bonds today to the 
amount of $5,183,800. That is, the city, 
which is claimed to be too hard up to 
carry on needed and urgent public 
improvements, secure over five 
million dollars by issuing bonds and 
keep within the Mmits prescribed by 
the state constitution, a Hmit which Is 
recognized by allefinanciers to be rea- 
sonable and safe. 

These figures come from an official 
statement made by the city comptroller 
and based on the actual realty and 
personal property which has been as- 
sessed Py the tax assessors this year. 

Total Borrowing Capacity. 

The city has a borrowing capacity of 
$10,780,000, which is 7 per cent, the 
constitutional limit, of the total real 
and personalty values as shown by the 
tax books, tne total being in round 
numbers $154,000,000. The outstanding 
bonded and flvating ind >btedness of 
the city js at this time $6,785,700. De- 
ducting from this the money now in 
the sinking funds, which ig $1,189,500, 
the net debt shown is only $5,696,200. 
Atlanta, therefore, can issue bonds for 
$5.183,800. : 

The waterworks plant, according to 
estimates oof financial experts, Is 
worth over $10,000,000, or fully as 
much as the total bonded capacity. 
The city is therefore without debt and 
as a corporation can show a clean 
financial] slate.

CARNEGIE KEEPS 


Remainder of Huge Fortune for 
Carnegie Corpora.ion, 
Glad to Get It Off His Mind---Explains 


Plan to Pension Ex- 
Presidents. 


New York, November . 26.—Andrew 
Carnegie, in a statement tonight, an- 
nounced that all but $25,000,000 of his 
fortune, which will be disposeg of un- 
der his will, will be left to the Car- 
negie corporation of New York, which 
has been made his residuary legatee, 
and which will carry on his educa- 
tional and charitable work. 

Mr. Carnegie’s statement likewise ex- 
plains his reasons for planning to pen- 
sion ex-presidents of the United States, 
as he provided for recently through 
the Carnegie corporation. 

Carnegie’s Statement. 

In making his announcement, telling 
how he haq gone about putting his 
“gospel of wealth” into practice, Mr. 
Carnegie said: 3 

"IT resolveq to fulfill the require- 
ment sof the ‘gospel of wealth’ by 
transferring funds and have done so 
except that I have found it desirable 
to retain for a while personal distribu- 
tion of my United States military tele- 
graph corps pensions and Pennsylva- 
nia railroad pensions to PittsLurg di- 
vision men and their widows, because 
my old boys would dislike the change, 
and so no doubt world others upon my 
pension list. To meet these payments 
and others under my will $25,000.000 
of bonds upon which the New York 
State tax has been paid have been re- 
served. But the New York corpora- 
tion has been made my residuary lega- 
tee and all surplus left after meeting 
the provisions of my will goes to It. 

“T am happy in getting all this off 
my mind. It {8s a gruesome business, 
but I find that this earth ts rapidly 
becoming more and more heavenly, so 
many go00d men and women I know 1[4- 
bor for others. Surely Luther, Frank- 
lin ana their followers were right owho 
held that ‘service to man is the high- 
est worship of God.’” 

Pensions for Ex-Presidents. 

In explaining his pension plan, Mr. 
Carnegie cited the cases of three for- 
mer presidents as affording justifica- 
tion for the project, the announcement 
of which, he said, was “making the 
desired impression.” His trustees and 
himself were all hoping, he sald, that 
congress would meet the situation “by 
proper action.” 

“Not one of us but will rejoice should 
this be the result,” he sdid. ‘““‘We were 
very. careful to provide that only in 
case congress failed to prdévide pen- 
sions to ex-presidents the Soreen ee. 
would stand yeady to do- so. 
properly the. province of the. milion wa 
act. We all ‘feel that.” 

Mr. Garnuegie referred to a recently 
published letter which dealt with the 
circumstances of Grover Cleveland. 
after his retirement from the presi- 


dency. 

“ll know Mr. Cleveland,” said 
Mr. Carnegie. in his statement. 

“He told me of an offer he had to 
serve as a director in an important tn-« 
stitution which would give -him a <sal- 
ary. Finding that other directors had 
no salaries, he declined the offer, say- 
ing his name wags not for sale.” 

Mr. Carnegie’s other references were 
to Presidents LinceIn and Grant, the 
last named haying been pressed for 
funds even -wWhile vet in the white 
house, the ironmaster .said, while he 
quoted from a letter written by Mrs. 
Linedin to show that President Lin- 
coln’s family was similarly~ embar- 
rassed.

Macon, Ga., November 26.—(Special.) 
Mistaken for a burgl.r, Fred A. Gut- 
tenberger, president of the F. A. Gut- 
tenberger Music company, was sheet 
and probably fatally wounded shortly 
before ¥.idnight tonight by Mallory 
Bedingfield, manage; of supplies for 
the J. S. Schofield company. 

The shooting occurred at the home 
of Mr. Guttenberger, on Napier avenue.

Gardner, associate registrar of the Georgia School of Technology, 
for the benefit of boys ambitious for a technical education, should 
appeal to the business as well as the philanthropic instincts of 
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many Atlantans. The plan upon which the fund is to be operated 
is simple, and its dimensions so modest that they should be 
materialized within a few days. It requires approximately $200 
to take a boy through a term at the Tech. Professor Gardner's 
idea is to secure subscriptions of $100 a year from twenty Georgians, 
which would be the equivalent of ten scholarships. These sub- 
scriptions would extend over a period of three years, providing for 
attendance until graduation day at the institution. 

Boys who aspire to equip themselves for the expanding field’ 
of technical work lying ahead of the state, but needing outside 
assistance, would have access to the fund: The amount would be 
simply loaned, not given them. In return, the school would hold 
their notes, bearing a nominal rate of interest and payable upon or 
after graduation. The fact that the demand for graduates from 
the Tech far exceeds the supply is guarantee of the repayment 
of the loans.- As the notes are severally taken up, the money 
goes back into the fund, which becomes self-perpetuating, and the 
proceeds of which are to be applied to extending other such 
scholarships. !

A. Bur- 
gess, of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers, who represented the 
labor organizations on the board. He 
was awarded his back pay from the 
date of his dismissal, June 5, ang his 
full seniority rights.

BIG CORN CLUB SHOW 
OPENS IN SAVANNAH 


Savannah, Ga., November 26.—(Spe- 
cial,)—Savannah's corn club exhibition 
opened in the First Regimental arm- 
ory this morning with in the neigh- 
borhood of 250 exhibits from eighteen 
counties in this section of Georgia. 

Despite the very bad season the 
boys’ corn clubs of this section of the 
state did very well and the show is 
a great success. The exhibits are all 
in place and made a very attractive 
display. The sample plots of the boys 
have shown a yieid of from 40 to 177 
bushels to the acre. 

When it is remembered that the 
average farmer in southeast Georgia 
produces only about fifteen bushels‘ to 
the acre the possibility of education 
through the corn clubs is realized. It 
is believed that the corn club agita- 
tion will result in the yield of Georgia 
corn being-multiplied by three or four, 
and that instead of importing mil- 
lions of bushels annually from the 
west to feed her stock. Georgia will 
produce all of her own corn and build 
up a great stock-raising indud¢try.

Ettor, Giovannitti and Caruso, Freed 
By Jury, Joyfully Received 
. at Lawrence. 


Lawrence, Mass., November 26.— 
Thousands of persons greeted with red 
lights and cheers the return to this 
city of Ettor, Giovannitti and Caruso, 
who were acquitted at Salem on the 
charge of murder in connection with 
the death of Anna Lopizzo during the 
textile strike here last winter. Women, 
with babes in their arms, joined in 
the demonstration, which gathered in 
volume as the crowd surged with the 
‘three acquitted men through the prin- 
cipal streets to Lexington hall, head- 
quarters of the Industrial Workers of 
the World, Cheering was continuous. 

From every side street in the tene- 
ment district flocked hundreds of oper- 
atives carrying red lights. The throng 
in Lexington hall finally made condi- 
tions in the building so dangerous that 
Ettor was forced to ask them all to 
leave. Then, from an open window he 
addressed the great crowd, made up of 
mill workers of a score of nationalities. 

Both Ettor and Giovannitti declared 
they owed their lives to the “solidarity 
of the industrial classes of the world.’ 

Ettor was continuously interrupted 
with cheers, and as he concluded there 
Was a great outburst. 

“Tonight you are happy, we are hap- 
py, everyone is happy,” said Ettor. “If, 
tonight, I do not sleep behind prison 
bars enshrouded by granite walhs, it 
is because of your support and the sup- 
port of millions of men and women 
throughout the world. I owe my life 
and so do my brothers Giovannitti and 
Caruso, not to the laws of Massachu- 
setts, not to the tricks of a clever law- 

er, but to the working class of Amer-

New York, November 26.—Hearing 
of the case of Horace »ogel, of Philas 
delphia, charged in seven counts with 
making false and slanderous state- 
ments as president of the Philadelphia 
baseball club, concerning aiiai-~ of 
the National league, was opened late 
this afternoon, and was still in prog- 
grees at midnight. At that hour there 
was little prospect of an early conclu- 
sion of the case, probably not until 
seme time tomorrow. 

The National league took up the im- 
portant events, the death of President 
John T. Brush, of the New York Club, 
and announcement by Foge) of his 
formal resignation on November 23 of 
the presidency of the Philadelphia 
club, to which Alfred B. Wiler was 
elected as his successor. 

Fogel resigned suddenly and with- 
out explanation before the assem- 
bled magnates had had time to con- 
sider the charges against him of hav- 
ing made statements reflecting on the 
integrity of National league umpires. 

Fogel explained that he still retained 
a majority of stock in the club, and 
that he had resigned for the good of 
the club. . 

It was announced that Alfred B. 
Wiler, of Philadelphia, had been elect- 
ed president of the Philadelphia a 

¥. 
Wiler represented the club at the ses- 
sion today. Mr. Wiler is a lawyer and 
a stockholder in the Philadelphia club. 

An important baseball rumor was also 
current that Christy Mathewson, the 
star pitcher of the New York Giants, 
was negotiating for the purchase of 
the Philadelphia club, but a denial of 
this made tonight. 

After adopting appropriate resolu- 
tions upon the dedth of President 
Brush, the league began the legal in- 
quiry, which was open only to the 
representatives of the league and 
newspaper men. 


Fogel Denies All Charges. 


Reporters figured as the principal 
witnesses after Fogel had appeared 
with formal denial of the truth of the 
charges made against him Facing all 
his fellow club presidents, Mr. Fogel 
vehemtently asserted that statements 
which he was charged with making 
had been made by a Philadelphia cler- 
gyman during a conversation which 
was overheard as he and Fogel were 
leaving the Philadelphia ball park last 
September. Fogel declared that news- 
paper men who were nearby at the 
time erroneously thought it was ‘he 
who made assertions that the league 
race was being “fixed’’ for the New 
York team to win. 

It was stated that only because of 
the publicity that might follow, the 
clergyman in question was not identi- 
fied or asked to testify in Mr. Fogel’s 
behalf. 

Fogel was asked if he believed that 
the umpires, the presidents or anyone 
or anything connected with the Na- 
tional league was crooked. 

“No,” was -his emphatic answer, but 
he admitted he had expressed the be- 
lief that the Philadelphia team had 
been given a “rotten deal” by the um- 
pires In the latter part of the season, 
especially in the three double-headers 
against New York in September.

Green Food for Poultry. 


We are at the beginning of Decem- 
ber, and December is one of the most 
important months of the year in which 
to care for poultry. Hens were weak- 
ened by their moult, and unless they 
have been carefully looked after. Dur- 
ing their summer moult they are not 
equal to the task that lays just before 
them. They need to be provided with 
comfortable, dry roosting houses—not 
close—-for they need fresh air, but they 
should be shielded from the wind. They 
need more food than they do in the 
summer; more ‘animal food, for the 
worms and bugs have entirely disap- 
peared. They need a little more corn 
in their rations, more charcoal, more 
Oyster shéll and more grit, and then 
they need more green food, for the 
@rass and all other green food has 
been killed. 

No one knows how much green food 
a fowl eats in summer. They get it 
out on a range in abundance. In the 
Yards they eat every bit of the grass 
that shows itself above ground. Now 
this is all cut off when winter comes, 
and that, too, when they need it most. 

There are four. kinds of grain that 
are extremély used in the south as a 
green food for poultry in the winter. 
I name them according to their value— 
Oats, wheat, rye and barley. 

Oats properly planted is worth more 
as a green food for poultry than, per- 
haps, the other three combined. 

You can spade or plow oats in the 
ground every month in the year and 
get your results from it. 

-Wheat is next on the Hst, but it 
Serminates much slower than oats, 
and then it, ike rye and barley, when 
grazed, constantly, soon dies out. If 
Srazed soon after it comes out of the 
ground your fowls get Httle more than 
green water. If you wait until they 
begin to point these three grains are 
#8 good for green food as any green 
food that you can give a hen. 

Now to go back to oats; planted in 
November, it is available for green 
food in December. Oats contain more 
egg food than any other grain. They 
can be fed with profit, dry, sprouted 
oats for poultry—well, spade in oats 
anywhere—in the wired runs,
